The last of (he Signers is dead !—The 


venerable Patriarch of the Revolution, 
CHARLES CARROLL, of CAIUIOLLTON, 
is no more. lie expired on Wednesday 
last at Baltimore, in the ninety-sixth year 
of his age. 
We copy from the Baltimore 


American the following notice of his de- 
cease and sketch of his life : 


"The only remaining link which con- 


nected this generation with the past, with 
that illustrious race of statesmen, philan- 
thropists, and patriots, the founders of A- 
merican Independence, and the benefac- 
tors of the world, now and for all time 
hereafter—is broken. The brotherhood 
of glory is reunited above, and CARROLL 
is removed from the love, gratitude, and 
veneration of the living, to an association 
with the kindred spirits of Washington, 
and his associates, the departed patriarchs 
of Liberty. Henceforth the DECLARATION 
OF INDEPENDENCE is sacred to History— 
part of the mighty Past, 
THE LAST OF 


THE SIGNERS is DEAD ! 


"These tidings, though in the course of 


nature not unexpected in some degree, 
will be received with solemn feelings by 
the American Nation. One whose name 
hasjbeen familiar in every mouth for rev- 
erence and affection, is departed;—one 
who was the sole living relic of the days 
of^our fatliCTs—their sufferings, their con- 
stancy, their heroism, their virtues, ihcit 
triumphs, and all the glories which have 
succeeded, making us and our country the 
pride and the hope of the world—has been 
taken away from our eyes, and every A- 
merican heart feels as though it had been 
bereaved of some near and cherished per- 
sonal friend. A whole people claimec 
the interest of children in his fame am 
well-being in his life time, and they wiU 
join, at his death, with one common im- 
pulse, in the tender and reverential feelings 
of children for alost benefactor and parent. 
Their regrets, though profound, will be 
jfimperate and resigned, as of those Avho 
mourn over a dispensation of Providence 
which was inevitable, and has been mer- 
cifully delayed far beyond the ordinary life 
of man ;—of those, who, for their own 
sake and that of mankind, lament that in 
this world, goodness and greatness should 
share the universal doom of decay—im- 
mortal qualities, clothed in perishing bo- 
dies. 


"Deep, sincere, ?nd universal, will be 


these sensations, and mingled with them, 
the consolatory rcfleciioiUhai the long ca- 
reer of the illustrious dead was eminently 
fortunate. The large estate which he in- 
herited, and riske'd in our revolutionary 
straggle, while il furnished bis youth and 
manhood with every rational pleasure, 
enjoyment, and accomplishment, comfor- 
mable lo his erfighlened and liberal taste, 
made his old age one of ease and affluence, 
of generosity, hospitality and liberal be- 
nevolence. 
A numerous and honorable 


family grew up around him, sweetening 
the evening of his life 'with Ihe purest of 
earthly enjoyments, the communion.of the 
domestic hearth. And at the close of a 
career—which extended twenty years be- 
yond the allotment of the Psalmist—bles- 
sed in all personal relations, he saw him- 
self the object of reverence to twelve mil- 
lions of freemen—a mighty nation which 
had grown up to power and wealth, and 
glory, beneathTiis eye, and confessed him 
as one of the chief authors and architects 
of its greatness! Such was bis career, 
and has the world ever seen another so per- 
fect in its fullness of blessings and honor 
iu life and death? 


have collected, as fully as the brief 


lime allowed us for this day's paper would 
permit, from such popular sources as are 
within our reach, a sketch of the promi- 
nent incidents in the life of CAKUOLL.— 
He was born on the 20th September, 1737, 
at Annapolis, in this Slaie, and conse- 
quently was, at Ihe lirne of his death, u 
the ninety-sixth year of his age. 
He de- 


scended from a highly respectable Irisl 
family, who had emigrated lo this country 
hi the reign of William and Mary. At 
very early age he was sent to St. Omcrs, 
to be educaled; thence, after a short time 
he was removed to Rheims, lo the college 
of Louis Le Grand; and thence to one o) 
the best institutions in France for the study 
of civil law. 
After becoming well versei 


in this science, he passed over lo London, 
and commenced Ms lerm at Ihe Temple 
for Ihe study of common laAV. After fin- 
ishing his studies and his travels, he re 
turned to his native land at Ihe ripe age of 
twenty-seven. At this period the discus- 
sions between the molhcr country and Ihe 
colonies commenced, and were soon after 
carried on with great warmth. Mr. Car- 
roll did not hesitate, but took side wiih Ihe 
lovers of liberty. 


"lie wielded a ready pen, and was 


soon known as one of ihc most powerful 
political writers in Maryland. He fore- 
saw early that an appeal lo arras must be 
made, and boldly recommended prepara- 
tions. 


•"JEarly in 177G, he was sculps one of 


a commission to Canada, to induce the 
people of thai province lo join us in oppo- 
sing Ihe mother country. The disaster? 
which had previously befallen our arm? 
in that quarter rendered the mission inef- 
fectual. He relumed in June, 1776, and 
insianlly repaired to the convention of 
Maryland, of which he was a member; 
and there, urging them to withdraw the 
instructions they had given their delegates 
in Coniircss, not lo vole for independence, 
al length succeeded. 
He was appointed 


a delegate lo Congress. On the 18ih of 
July, he presented his credenlials lo line 
continental congress at Philadelphia, and 
on the second day of August following 


d his Jjame lo the immortal in- 


strument He was considered al Ihe time, 
as one of the most fearless men of the 
ace; for he had more to risk, in point of 
properly, than any other man in the whole 
community, Hancock not cxcepted. On 
the firs; dny he entered con^re^? he wa* 


ippointed to the board of war, of which 
ic was an efficient member. During the 
whole of the war he bore his part with 
nubated ardour, often being at the same 


time a member of the convention of hib 
lative Slate and a member of congress ; a 
double duty, which required great energy 
and industry to perform ; but, so ably did 
ie discharge his duties, that both bodies 
were satisfied with his attention lo each. 
In 1778, he left Congress, and devoted 
limself to the councils of his native State. 
When the constitution of the U. States 
went into operation, Mr. Carroll was e- 
.ected a senator from Maryland, and took 
:us seat in tho city of New-York, at the 
organization of the Government, on tho 
thirtieth of April, 1789.^ He was elected 
a second time lo this situation. 


"In the year 1801, he quitted public 


life at the age of sixty-four—and for thir- 
ty years and upwaids, has passed a life 
of serenity, tranquility, happiness, and 
prosperity, till in the fullness of years and 
lionors, the Patriarch has been gathered 
to his fathers—and the LAST OF THE SIGN- 
ERS is DEAD !" 


When the news of the death of Mr. 


Carroll reached Washington, the Presi- 
dent of the U. States ordered all the Offi- 
ces of the Government lo be closed. 


The funeral look place on Saturday, 


and Ihe remains of the deceased patriot 
were conveyed to Dougharagen Manor. 
his country seat, for interment. Even- 
mark of respect duo to Ms great services, 
was paid by his fellow-citizens.
